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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The proposed amended claims 5, 9, and 20 and request for reconsideration have 
been considered, but the claims are not in condition for allowance. The rejection for the 
previous would still apply to the proposed amended claims. The arguments set forth by 
the applicants concern the use of the apparatus for dental restoration products as stated 
in the preamble. This use does riot preclude use of other materials of the apparatus 
and the use does not further provide structural limitations with this use of dental 
restoration products. The other argument by the applicants is the energy source. This 
have been considered concerning light radiation and thermal radiation, this argument 
however is not persuasive since microwave ovens do provide a light in the oven while 
the material is heated hence the both light radiation and thermal radiation. The broad 
claims of a source of both light radiation and thermal radiation would include those of a 
microwave oven. The applicants also argue concerning the base element with floor 
surface and receipt region have been noted. However, the claimed structure is similar 
to the prior art references that also have a base element with floor surface, receipt 
region and temperature indicating means. The claimed structure is merely that the 
temperature indicating means is carried by the base element and spaced away from the 
receipt region. This broad interpretation can range from any distance as long as the 
temperature indicating means is not in the receipt region itself. In regards to the 
argument of claim 9, it would be noted that the Christy et al ('578) reference clearly 
teaches indicator colors (Col. 5, lines 30-31 ) which does teach the color when the 
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temperature have been reached. The arguments set forth by the applicants have been 
considered but are not persuasive. Thus, the all pending claims remain rejected.
